WRITING conſiders particularly Lines and Strokes, 
Of Lines. 


The LINE s uſed in WRITING are Right and Curve. 
HE Right-Line lies all along its Length exactly even with (that 5 no 
where higher or lower, more to one or other ſide; than) the two Points 
(A and B) which bound it, as (4 — ). 
Otherwiſe it is called a Curve (or Crooked) Line, as (©), 
Of Right Lines, The Perpendicular is That which falling or riſing on another, 
makes the Angles, on each Side of it, equal.

The Plumb (or Dewnright) Line, is That which, deſcending does not incline 
either to the Right or the Left, as (I.) 
The Horizontal (or Croſs) Line, is That which Traverſes the Paper, as (—). 
The Oblique Line, is neither Horizontal nor Downright, but a Slant,

Cas ERE are Five Principal Strokes in Writing: The Perfect-Full, the Imperfect- 
Full, the Half-Full, the Revers'd-Full, and the Fine (or Hair) Stroke. | 
The Perfect. Full is the Greateſt Full, made when both Corners of the Nib 
of the Pen preſs, or bear ſo hard on the Paper, as to Force the greateſt opening 
of the Split which the Pen will bear. | 
The In perfect. Full is That which is made when both Corners of the Nib of 
the Pen bear ſo hard on the Paper, as not to Force any more opening of the 


Split than is juſt neceſſary to let the Ink flow; ſuch is generally called The 


Body Stroke in each Hand.

1 1 S and Strokes have been Invented, that Letters might be compoſed 
Ot them. | 

All Letters in WRITING depend (principally) on theſe Three u. o. f. Which 
for that reaſon are the Origine, and Foundation of the Others, becauſe thar theſe 
Three comprehend all the Strokes of the Pen, that the others are drawn from: But becauſe 
in WRITING we have need of the Pex, and the Movement of the Hand, which + 
is the Inſtrument of Inſtruments, it will be neceſſary to ſhew the Cut, Held of the 
Pen, Poſition of the Body, and the ſeveral Movements of the Hand. 


How to make a PEN. 


OU muſt bold the Quill in your Left- hand, between your Thumb and Two 

Firſt Fingers, with the Barrel of it towards you, and the Belly of it up- 

wards, and the Haft of Nur Penknife graſp'd with the Four Fingers of your Right- 

Hand, placing the Thumb of your Right-Hand under the Back of the Barrel 

of your Quill, bearing firm againſt the End of the Second Finger of your Lefc-. 
and. 

2. Then open the Belly of the Barrel of the. Quill with a Cut, in the manner of a 
Scoop, about the Length of half an Inch, and Turning the Quill with the 
Back of the Barrel upwards, holding both it, and your Penknife, as before di- 
rected ; Cut about balf a quarter of an Inch off the End of the Quill, which will leave 
it in the Form of a Half-Moon : In the midſt whereof (which will be alſo in the 
midſt of the Back of the Barrel of your Quill) Enter a ſmall Slit with the Edge 
of your Pen-Knife. | 8 

3. Then holding your Quill, with the Back of its Barrel upwards, in your 
Left-hand, with your Thumb, and Three laſt Fingers, the end of its Barrel 
from you, and reſting upon the End of the Firſt Finger of the ſome Hand, which 
muſt be extended ; and holding gjour Penknite with the Four F ingers and Thumb 
of your Right hand, with the Edge of it downwards, ſcrape the Quill with it on 
the Back of the Barrel, over the ſmall Entering-ſlit, till you find by your ſcrap-

1. THE Small Movement is that which is made with only the Thumb, and 
Two Fingers which Hold the Pen: And is in Uſe in making the Small 
Letters of the Round Hand Alphabet 8 
2. The Medium compriſes the M. vement of the Thumb, Two Fingers (above- 
ſaid) and the Joint at the Wriſt; and i, in «ſe in making the Great Letters of 
the Reund Hand Alphabet, and the Daſhes or Strokes: uſed between the Lines in 
Thrown-off-Strokes, and Notes of Abbreviations of Words : The Slide of the Hand 
along the Paper in Writing, added to this Movement, gives it the Name of 
The Rich and Generons Motion, by way of Excellence. *Tis this Movement that you 
ſee in the Hand of an Expeditious Clerk, when he is diſpatching of Buſinels. 
and his Pen glides ſwifcly on the Paper. K 3 
3. The Grand Movement (called C:mmand of Hand) is that which takes in the 
Uſe of the whole Arm, and 5s uſed in Striking of Capital Letters, and Orna-

The Letter u. in all theſe Hands begins at the Top, proceeds on to the Firſt 


Body-Stroke on the Left-hand, then riſing to the Top with the EL 


proceeds again to the next Body-Stroke, and ends with a Joining- Stroke. 

The Letter o. begins alſo at the Top, proceeds then to the Body-Stroke on the 
Left-hand, and returns upwards (ſome Caſes in the Large Hands excepted) with 
a Reverſed-Full. 

Ihe Letter f. begins at the Upper-ſtem, (ſometimes with a Reverſed-Full) pro- 
ceeds to the Body-Stroke, then goes on, ſometimes to a Reverſed-Full, and 
ſometimes to a finiſh'd Point, and Ends with the Traverſing or Joining - Stroke. 

Having now given an Account of WRITING in general, and of the 
Forming thoſe Letters on which the others, (in relation to their Beginnings, 
Heighth, Width, Strength, Slope, and Stroke) depend; I ſhall proceed to the 
particular Rules, and Proportions of the Round and Round-Text Small Alphabets.
